TEE CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION 
REUNION. 
To-day, the auf riving members of the 
first and second Constitutional Conven­ 
tions of this State, held a reunion at Madi­ 
son. The number of surviving members of 
the second Convention which framed the 
Constitution, is about one third,and about 
half of these attended this afternoon. The 
others left the State years ago. and living 
too 
great 
a 
distance 
could 
not probably make it convenient to attend. 
Hon. Morgan L. Mania, ct Green Bay, 
President of the Second Convention, called 
the meeting to order, and Lafayette Kel- 
lagtr, now clerk of the Supreme Court, and 
Secretary of the first Convention, occupied 
his old place as Secretary of the reunion. 
A mong the reporters of the old Conven­ 
tion were David Atwo3d and H. A. Ten­ 
ney, and thi9 afternoon both were present 
and reported the proceedings for the dally 
papers. 
OI the old constitutionalists, Dane and 
Rock counties each send six to the reunion. 
Among ihe latter are A. M. Carter, of 
Johnstown, £. A. Foote, of Footville, John 
Hackett, of Beloit, A. Hyatt Smith of 
Janesville, S. P. Hammond, and David 
L. Mills, of Evansville. Wisconsin has 
made gigantic strides toward prosperity 
since the Convention of ’48. Then the pop. 
Ulation was hardly 275,000, now it is up­ 
wards of a milton and a quarter. We 
were then without railways, and in 1S7S 
we have close to three thousand miles of 
iron rails. There were not then a million 
acres of improved land in the Territory, 
and to-day we have over seven millions* 
The total value of all live stock did not 
reach four million dollars In ISIS, and in 
1875 the total fooled up more than 50 mil' 
lions. We did not have a charitable insti­ 
tution, or a public building of auf kind 
worth mentioning when the Constitution 
W U 
framed 
in 
1848, 
but 
now 
the 
State 
ranks 
among 
the 
foremost la the Union in its public insti­ 
tutions, which are imposing in architect 
ral design, and cost millions of dollars. 
The condition of things then and now, 
makes a striking comparison, the study of 
which, by the veterans at Madison, must be 
one of unusual interest. 
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THE ARMY BILL. 
When the silver question is practical v 
settled, General Banning’s army bill will 
be the next important measure taken up. 
This measure seeks to lessen the expenses 
of the army about six million dollars a 
year, but its friends claim that it will not 
materially interfere with the strength and 
efficiency of the army. The bill contem­ 
plates important changes in the rank, line, 
pay 
and 
organization 
of the mili­ 
tary establishment with 
a 
reduction 
of the number of of enlisted men to 20- 
OOO. The cavalry regiments are reduced 
from ten to six; the infantry regiments 
from twenty-five to fifteen ; and the arm­ 
ary from five to three. 
The Bureau of 
Military Justice is abolished and an officer 
with the rack of colonel is to bu detailed 
aa Judge Advocate. The number of pay­ 
masters is reduced from fifty-two to twen­ 
ty-five. The number of msjor-generals 
la reduced to one; of brigaJier-genersla, 
to three. Hereafter no civilians are to be 
engaged ai professors at 
West Point, 
but the 
places are to 
be 
filled by 
detail from the army. 
Officers are to be 
retired at the age of sixty-two or after 
they have served forty-five years unless 
they shall have received a vote of thanks 
from Congress for distinguished services, 
In which case they may be retained 
until 
|they 
have 
served 
fifty-five 
years. These are the general features of 
the bill very briefly given. 
General Banning claims for the bill that 
While it will reduce army expenses about 
six millions annually, it will not impair the 
fighting strength of the army. It is ques­ 
tionable whether it is a wise policy to 
meddle very much with the army. Nu­ 
merically. its strength is very moderate 
considering 
the 
vast 
territory 
of 
the 
country, 
and 
any 
measure looking toward a reduction in the 
enlisted men, should be carefully consid­ 
ered by Congress. There is no doubt that 
in some instances, expenses in maintalniug 
the army could be very much reduced, aa 
for example, the employment of army of­ 
ficers at West Point as teachers and pro­ 
fessors, instead of civilians. Like changes 
might properly be made in the offices of 
the Judge Advocate, the Commissary Gen­ 
eral of Substance, the Paymaster General, 
the Chief of Ordnance, and the Chief 
Single officer. In some of the lesser offi. 
ces there might be made some important 
reductions in salaries, taking for instance 
the paymasters, of which there are now 
fifty-two. Of course common sense dic­ 
tates that there is no possible use for so 
many paymasters rn time of peace. In 
considering the reduction of the army—a 
measure which the Democrats will make 
strenuous efforts to carry through—they 
should bear lo mind the remarks Mr. Wil. 
Hams recently uttered in Congress—“there 
if a parsimony that scatters aud wastes ; 
there is a generosity that gathers and 
saves.’1

the Manual, Mr. Bash lord, says: “ I n t ­ 
uition to the statistical and other informa­ 
tion required by law to be contained in 
Ibis publication, the Compiler b u includ­ 


ed a complete list of Territorial and State 
officers; the Annals of the Legislature from 
the first session in 1836 to the last session 
in 1877, including the members and officers 
of the first and second Constitutional Con­ 
ventions : a brief history of the State, with 
a chronological table of its early explora­ 
tion and settlement; sketches of State In­ 
stitutions with statistics wbowing the num­ 
ber of inmates and the annual appropria­ 
tions from the Treasury for their upbuild­ 
ing and maintenance; the popular vote for 
President by States from 183G to 187C; a 
list of the members of the Forty fifth Con­ 
gress with their politics designated, and the 
Governors of the several States, with the 
time ot holding elections and of the meet­ 
ing of their Legislatures. 
It is a fact that no State in the Union 
publishes so valuable a Manual as W iscon 
sin. In hardly any particular can other 
State Manuals be compared with the one 
issued annually by this State. 
Every im 
portant fact pertaining to our State insti­ 
tutions, to the Territorial Government, to 
the State Government, to elections, to the I 
census, 
to 
county 
officers, 
and so j 
forth, 
is 
given 
in 
this 
little I 
volume. Its merit can be appreciated only j 
by those who give the work a thorough ; 
examination. The book is published by I

SENATE. 
Numerous petitions were introduced for

The Sub-Committee of the House Com­ 
mittee on Ways and Means hare submitted 
to the full Committee a bill for the revision 
oi the tariff. It is said the bill will sim­ 
plify the tariff laws, and make a reduction 
of about 20 per cent. There has been no 
decrease suggested In the duty 
upon 
brandy, wines, cigars and similar articles 
of luxury. The number ot articles on 
which a tariff is fixed, is brought down to 
about 500. It is etiolated that the cost of col^ 
lecung the customs under the new bill wilj 
be reduced from seven and a balf millions 
to less than three millions, and that the 
revenue raised under the bill is estimated 
at about 155 million dollars. 


Horace Rublee, Chairman of the Re­ 
publican State Committee, has written a 
letter from Boston to Gen. David Atwood 
in which he denies that he ever wanted the 
Railway 
Commissionership, that Howe 
ever wanted him to get the appointment 
that he (Rublee) might be disposed ot as a 
United States Seaator, or that he is not a 
resident of Wisconsin. 
He further says 
that he is a citizen of Wisconsin, proposes 
to remain one, and take a warm interest in 
the politics of the State. 
This rather re­ 
futes the statement that Rublee intended to 
purchase an Interest in a newspaper In 
Boston, and take up his residence at the 
“ Hub.” 


The question of biennial sessions of the 
Legislature, does not meet with favor at 
Madison. A resolution was offered several 
days ago providing tor biennial sessions, 
and the .committee to whom it was re­ 
ferred reported it back on Thursday, and 
recommended that it be indefinitely post* 
poned. This, however, was rejected when 
it wts agreed to make the resolutions a spe­ 
cial order for Thursday, the 7th instant.

Wreck o f the Steam ship M etropolis—Three 
H undred Persons Supposed to be Lost. 
Washington, Jan. 31.—The Signal Ser­ 
vice observer at Kittle Hawk, N. C., re­ 
ports to the Chief Signal Officer as follows: 
“The steamship Metropolis stranded on 
Currituck beach, three miles south Curri­ 
tuck lighthouse, and is a total loss. Two 
hundred and forty-eight persons on board. 
Fifty swam ashore. No assistance from the 
life-saving station.” 
The Chief Signal Officer has ordered one 
of the operators a: Kitty Hawk station to 
go at once on horseback to the scene of 
the wreck and open a telegraph station 
there, and forward all information’as rap­ 
idly as can be obtained.

The Louisiana R eturning Hoard Trouble

Washington, Jan. 31.—If Democratic 
predictions amonnt to anything, the first

station. 
The Metropolis sailed Tuesday from 
Philadelphia for Brazil. She was dis­ 
patched by the contractors for the Madeira 
and Mainore Railroad, and carried 300 la­ 
borers ; also 5u0 tons of Iron and several 
mails Irom Brazil. The steamer was com* 
mantled by Captain Aukers. 
Paul J, 
White, formerly Chief Engineer of the 
Lehigh Navigation Company, and James T. 
Moore, a well-known engineer, were in 
charge of ber cargo of railroad stores, etc. 
The messenger who brought the news of 
the wreck of the Metropolis to the operat­ 
or at Kitty Hawk, did not visit the wreck, 
but, as far as can be ascertained at ^pres­ 
ent. it appears there are persons still on 
b >ard. Full particulars will be obtained 
as a >o q as the operator reaches the scene, 
whither he started at 7:20 p. rn., and 
should reach there by midnight. 
The 
Secretary of the Navy has directed Ad­ 
miral Treucbard, in command at Norfolk, 
to send a steam launch through the canal 
to the scene of the wreck. The signal ser­ 
vice sergeant at Norfolk reports that the 
steamer Croaton and the coast wrecking 
steamer Rescue have started. 
New York, Jan. 31.—The Etta M. Tuck­ 
er, of Portland, Me., Capt. Horbes, from 
Rio Janerio, Dec. 15, (or this port, went 
ashore near Ashbury Park, N. J., last 
nigh;, and has gone to pieces. Her crew 
were rescued by the crew ot life saving 
station No. 6. She was 276 tons burden, 
and was 119 feet overall. Her cargo con­ 
sisted of 4,900 bags of coffee for Busk & 
J 0von, No. 76 Beaver street. It was val­ 
ued at |100,000, aud was insured.

The Proposed Tariff. 
The following are the main proyisions ot 
the new tariff bill to be submitted to-mor­ 
row by the sub-Committee to the full Com­ 
mittee on Ways and Means: 
Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States, in Con- 
press assembled, That on and atter the 15th 
day of January, 1879, in lieu of duties 
heretofore levied, assessed and collected on 
merchandise imported into the United 
States, there shall be assessed, levied and 
collected upon the following named arti* 
des the following rates of duty, and all 
merchandise not herein provided for shall 
be free of duty ; and all parts of this act 
shall take effect o b the day aforesaid: 
Cotton 
and 
cotton 
goods; 
all 
manufacturers’ cotton, except denim; dril­ 
lings, bed-ticking, ginghams, plaids, cotton- 
ade, paottioon-stuff, and goods of like de­ 
scription that are not bleached, colored, 
stained, painted or printed, and not exceed­ 
ing one hundred threads to the square 
inch, counting warp and filling, and ex­ 
ceeding in weight five ounces per square 
yard, 2 cents; per square yard it bleached, 
2}£ cents; per square yard if colored, stain­ 
ed, painted or printed, 3 cents; on finer 
goods of like description, not exceeding two 
hundred threads to the square inch, count­ 
ing warp and filling, unbleached, 
cents 
per square yard.

“Bill to Coeapen tile Cost of Education ,M 


P ro a the Evening W isconsin. 
Cheapness and uniformity in achool 
books, say the advocate of the school* 
book bill now in the legislature, are nec­ 
essary to the success of our public school 
system. Children, they say, cannot learn 
without books, and poor people cannot 
bay books for their children unless, they 
are cheap—very cheap; and they cannot 
be made very|cbeap unless the State takes 
a monopoly of the business. 
If this be 
granted we have another proposition to 
make, which seems to be equally true, 
namely: Clothes are a necessity to the 
success of our public school system, be­ 
cause children cannot go to school in this 
climate without them ; and poor people 
cannot buy comfortable clothes for their 
children unless 
they are cheap—very 
cheap; and they cannot be made very 
cheap and uniform unless the State has a 
monopoly of the business. 
If the former 
proposition be true, much more is the 
latter, for it is first necessary ti the suc­ 
cess of our public school system that the 
children be got to the school house, 
and they cannot be got there, especially in 
very cold weather, without clothes ; or if 
they could it would be at the danger of 
their health, and to the scandal of society. 
Therefore if the school-book bill is to pass 
we insist that it shall ba preceded by a 
school clothes bill—a bill to make achoo I- 
clothes uniform. Clothing is too high and 
should be brought low, if our youth are to 
be educated and the republic preserved. 
The people demand cheap clothes for their 
children, and we trust that Ed. Keogh, or 
some other statesman, will introduce a bill 
providing that the editors of the Madison 
papers be constituted a committee to select 
the series of clothes to be worn by the 
youthful seekers after knowledge, and to 
let their construction to the lowest bidder. 
The series should be made to include red 
flannel under -clothing, and 
thoroughly 
wadded coats, pants and dresses, that the 
tender backs and limbs of the embryo 
scholars shall be safely guarded, not only 
against the rude blasts of our inhospitable 
climate, bat against the ruder ferule and 
rawhide. 
With such a law ignorance aud 
superstition would be banished from our 
fair State.

Who They A r e What* They Are* and 
Hoir They Live—T h e Experience of 
Two Counierlelt Tramps—Chief De* 
lee live Stephenson Proposes Reme­ 
dies. 


From the Boston Herald. 
It ii a well-known and much to-be-re­ 
grated tact that, within the borders of our 
own aud other States, there is a class of 
human beings,b.ith mule aud female, who, 
either from inability to obtain work or a 
determination not to contribute toward 
their own support, tramp trod one eud of 
the country to the other, levying for their 
subsistence upon the inhabitants of the 
cities and towns through which they pass. 
By some it has beeu asserted that these 
men and women have been driven to their 
present mode of obtaining a livelihood by 
a combination of circumstances, over which 
they had no control, while others have 
maintained that they were, so to speak, 
born tired.'’ Be that as it may, the evil 
bas grown to such proportions mat these 
men are, in many of the mliud towns, as 
much dreaded as were the brigands of 
Europe. With the object in view of ascer­ 
taining, as nearly as it was possible for 
him so to do, some of the reasons given by 
these men for living as they do, Gen. Luth­ 
er Stephenson, Jr., Chief ol the Slate de­ 
tective force, 


DETAILED TWO MEN TO TRAM1* THE >TATE, 
associating with the professionals whenev­ 
er it was practicable, and by so doing solve 
the problem which has so long racked the 
brains of the charitably disposed, namely: 
“What shall we do with the tramps?” The 
result of the investigations made by these 
men will be found below in narrative form. 
In his annual report to the Governor, Gen. 
Stephenson says: 


THE ADVENTURES OF THE DETECTIVES 
are narrated as follows : 
On the 10th of July we lef* Springfield, , 
and very soon thereafter we met two j 
tramps. In answer to our inquiries as to I 
what the prospects were for getting loud I 
aud lodging, these mcu said we could get | 
very little food by begging, except dry i 
bread, and sometimes a little milk ; they j 
further informed as that they generally 
stole what they got. Both ol them were 
Irish, 30 aud 45 years of age respectively, 
one a shoemaker by trade and the oilier j 
a tailor, they said they c »uld get work if 
they desired, but preferred to tramp ; they 
only worked wnen they wauled money lo j 
get liquor, and not then ii they could steal 
it. One had tramped live and the other 
eight years. We ail slept together in the 
woods during the night al a place near ; 
Blandford, aud parted company in the 
morning after turuishiog them with some 
tobacco. On the following morning we 
started from Blandford towards Russell, 
and very shortly met a Frenchman nearly 
titty years of age. He bad tramped about 
eight years; went with him. Ile said he 
tramped through the country during the 
summer and fall, going to one of the larger 
cities when the cold weather came on. 
where he generally managed to get arrest­ 
ed for some petty crime tor the purpose of 
getting a sentence that would keep him in 
confinement during the winter months. He 
bad with him a valise containing four bot­ 
tles of gin, which he said he “reached for," 
in other words stole. Slept that night at 
Bussell, and at daybreak slimed 
od 
in a pouring rain ; we soon went into a 
barn and stopped there white the French­ 
man went oat to beg some food. He re­ 
turned in a short time bringing with bim 
a large piece of corned beef which he had 
stolen. We remained in this place all day 
and night On the morning of the 13ih 
wejlelt the barn quite early and soon met 
three tramps ; went with them into the 
woods where we found fourteen more. 
Our party now numbered twenty. Of these, 
three were German, two Dutchmen, one 
Swede, one Frenchman, three Americans 
and two Irishmen. They had been in this 
place some five days, subsisting principally 
upon chickens and potatoes, which had 
been stolen during the night. The next 
morning we divided into four squads, each 
of which was to take its turn in 


PROVIDING FOOD FOR THE GANG. 
The Germans went out first, and returned 
with a small bag, nine chickens, a quantity 
of eggs and bread, all of which, with the 
exception of the bread, was stolen. 
They 
carried with them fish hooks ani lines, 
which they used for catching chickens, 
simply by putting on a kernel of corn for 
bait In some instances, when they have 
enough rum, they soak bread with it and 
feed the fowls, which are soon in a condi­ 
tion to be easily captured. 
They do not 
often do this, however, the rum being con­ 
sidered by them of too much value to be 
“wasted” in such a way, especially when 
the inner man needs stimulation. On the 
15*.h, it being our turn to provide a bill of 
fare, we started, together with three 
others, 
for that purpose. The 
first 
house 
we called at 
we 
were 
re­ 
fused. 
Some of the party found rn 
a woodshed near the house a keg of cider, 
which they appropriated and started to­ 
ward the camp. We went on alone, and 
finally purchased at a farm house some 
bread and meat, with which we returned 
to the camp, where we found most of the 
gang intoxicated from a too free use of the 
cider, which was ot that kind commonly 
called “hard.’’ 
Shortly after our arrival, 
two of the gang had a dispute, and it was 
finally agreed to settle it according to the 
new rules of the prize ring. 
A circle was 
formed, and the men pounded each other 
to their mutual satisfaction, and much to 
tne edification of the spectators. Unfortu­ 
nately for us, however, the remainder ol 
tne gang seemed inclined to take sides, and 
we, shortly alter, found ourselves in tne 
midst of a “scrimmage,” where the motto 
seemed to be, “wherever you sec a head 
hit It.” Matters were amicably adjusted 
after a while ; we shook hands aH round, 
and voted unanimously that we were all 
good fellows. The next day we concluded 
to leave this locality, as it was getting rath­ 
er warm on account of the depredations 
committed. Dividing into four parties, so 
as to avoid suspicion, we took two different 
routes to the town of Washington. 
The 
party that passed over each route first was 
to mark with chalk (one party using red 
and the other blue) the prominent points 
on 
their 
respective 
routes 
for the 
guidance of those who were to tollow. 
Nearly all the regular tramps carry chalk 
of difiereot colors. That night we slept in 
the woods around a large fire, but suffered 
very much from the cold. On the 17th we 
reached Middlefield, where we met three 
men belonging to one of the other gangs. 
We traveled together until we came to a 
village, when we separated, aod went 
through singly, In order to avoid suspicion. 
This day one of the gang stole a jug of bay 
rum out of a farmer’s wagon, all of whicn 
was disposed of that night, it rained very 
hard that night, but, when morning came 
we were unable to move on, owing to the 
fact that the most of the gang was sick trom 
the effects of the bay rum they had drank 
the previous night. On the 22d we passed 
through Hinsdale very early in the morn­ 
ing, and when two miles out met a gang of 
eight tramps, who said they were on their 
way to Pennsylvania to join the railroad 
nots. Their proposition was to travel on 
the railroad tracks, separating and going 
singly through the villages, stealing rides 
on freight trains when such a thing was 
possible. They expected in this way to 


REACH PENNSYLVANIA IN ABOUT A] WEEK. 
We left them and traveled until nearly 
midnight, when we met lour others, who 
were also bound far the riots. Got a sup­ 
per of them, consisting of roasted potatoes, 
beet and ham, whicn they said they had 
got by begging. We next went to West­ 
field ; staid there one day and then started 
for the mountains. On the way we met 


two tramps; went with them, ani very 
•-.Min afterwards met seven more. 
They 
were engaged in roasting chickens and po- 
tatno.. Bemaimd with them during the 
night. These fellows bad been in this 
place four day s waiting for a strike on the 
Boston A Albany Railroad. Three of the 
party went oat that night and brought in 
three hens and a can of milk., which they 
had stolen. On the 1st of August the 
whole gang started on the tramp towards 
the town of Washington ; we met another 
party of 33 iii the woods, about HO miles 
trom I’iitstield. in reply to the question, 
what they were up to, they said they were 
waiting for a strike on the Boston A Alba 
ny Railroad; that there were scattered 
about in that country 400 men. who were 
all waiting to join the strikers. 
These 
men appeared to be ready to engage in 
soy plan of pillage and destruction that 
was proposed. The proposition made to 
bura 
the 
small 
depot 
on 
the 
road 
would 
have 
been 
carried into effect had it not been for our 
remonstrances, and tbs argument that it 
would lie laid to the poor men who were 
employed on the road. The plan of shap­ 
ing the rails at various places, for the pur­ 
pose of stopping the trams, was discussed, 
but, the men feeling sure there would be a 
strike, nothing was attempted, the mea 
preferring to wait. During all tile time we 
were engaged in tramping, we made it our 
business to ascertain whether it was the 
lack of employment that caused the people 
to become wanderers and vagrants, and 
out of the entire number with whom we 
conversed, we found but two who did not 


SCOUT THE IDEA OF GOING TO W'ORk 
for the purpose of earning a livelihood,and 
we very much doubt if these two men were 
ready to engage in any laborious employ­ 
ment. A subsequent trial la another di­ 
rection only confirmed the impressions 
that the system of tramping falls but little 
short of brigandism ; that it is dangerous in 
every sense to the safety of the people,both 
to their lives aud property. 
The evil ef­ 
fects are being felt in sparsely settled 
places, un I instances have been known 
whrre people who live in the outskirts of 
towns are compelled to leave their homes 
in order lo avoid the dangers and the trou­ 
bles which threaten them from this cause.
